If transient men with no ap- 
parent means of support con- 
tinue to make Upland their 
headquarters in such large 
numbers as they have been in 
recent nights, they may expect 
to get more than vocal orders 
to leave, Chief of Police Ernest 
C. Meh! said today. He had in 
mind the use of tear gas. 

The city jail has been crowd- 
ed recently with ‘sleepers”— 
men picked up by the officers 
and given a place to sleep rath- 
er than to be allowed to roam 
about at night. Empty freight 
cars and the “jungles” near the 
railroad track have also been 
occupied by more than a score 
of men. 

Officers recognized the fact 
that many of these men are vic- 
tims of the economic conditions 
and they also have learned that 
some of them are getting food 
and perhaps money without the 
owner’s permission. 

Due to the fact that Upland 
is becoming more of a center 
for the wandering unemployed, 
he is planning steps that will 
protect local property and res- 
idents.
